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White renegade of the Roaring 20s 


Carl Van Vechten 


I f you think the white renegade is a contemporary 
American figure, think again. He's been around for 
longer than we'd like to admit. While abolitionists, re¬ 
formers and religious types who sought to uplift blacks 
are recurring figures throughout American history, whites 
who actively championed and promoted black culture 
were rare until recent decades. Such a white was Carl Van 
Vechten. As his predecessors tried to better the lot of Ne¬ 
groes by force-feeding them white culture, Van Vechten 
gushed about selling black culture to white folks. 

Born in 1880 in Cedar Rapids (IA), Van Vechten was a 
descendant of Dutch settlers who settled in upstate New 
York in the 1700s. Subsequent generations, which includ¬ 
ed farmers, merchants, bankers and landowners, joined 
the westward trek of settlement. Carl's father, an acknowl¬ 
edged conservative, carved out a middle-class lifestyle for 
the Van Vechtens, though wealth did not come his way 
till later years. The baby of the family (his mother was 46 
when he was born), Carl was arty and a bit of a showoff. 

Owing to his cosmopolitan leanings, he was never at 
home in the provincial midwest. The University of Chica¬ 
go was more to his liking. Graduating in 1903, he went to 
work as a newspaperman in the Windy City, at that time a 
roaring, rough-and-ready boomtown. In 1906 he landed 
in New York City, a more appropriate setting for his tem¬ 
perament. Having grown up in a musical family, his em¬ 
ployment as a music and dance critic for the N.Y. Times, 
and later (in 1913) as a drama critic for the New York 
Press, was preordained, gaining him access to the celebri¬ 
ties of the day and their endless round of party-going. 1 

Throughout his journalistic career Van Vechten's eco¬ 
nomic status remained tenuous. His father, having suc¬ 
ceeded royally in the insurance business, regularly loaned 
him money to keep food in his mouth. Then as now the 
lifestyle of a bon vivant in New York is not one that can 
be sustained by the salary of a newspaper reporter. But 
Van Vechten was in the right place at the right time—and 
he recognized the main chance when it came his way. 

Van Vechten's arrival in New York more or less coin¬ 
cided with the arrival of Negroes in Harlem. By the 1920s 
they had pretty well taken over the neighborhood. During 
that decade, characterized by Van Vechten as "the splen¬ 
did drunken 20s," whites began to mix with Negroes at 
speakeasies and nightclubs. 2 The 1920s was a time of 
fads. Negrophilia was all the rage among the New York 
trendsetters. Van Vechten had shown flashes of renegad- 
ism as early as 1914 when he reviewed the Negro drama 
Granny Maumee and proclaimed it the "most important 
contribution which has yet been made to the American 
stage." Thankfully posterity has judged otherwise. 


An established white intellectual promoting Harlem at¬ 
tracted a scandalous amount of attention in white Ameri¬ 
ca. As the unofficial spokesman for all things Negroid in 
New York, Van Vechten achieved as much fame as the 
artists he represented. Singers, dancers, musicians, paint¬ 
ers, novelists and poets of color were his exclusive prov¬ 
ince. Paul Robeson, Bessie Smith, Ethel Waters, Langston 
Hughes and other notable Negroes of the day knew him 
well. His fame as a booster of Negroes was such that Go 
Harlem , a popular song of the era, urged whites to visit 
Harlem and go "inspectin' with Van Vechten." The Mexican 
artist Covarrubias, whom he also plugged, once carica- 
tured him as a black man in a portrait entitled, The Future. 

Turning from journalism to literature, Van Vechten 
wrote seven novels, the most popular of which was Nig¬ 
ger Heaven , a portrait of Harlem life in the 20s. The title, 
which refers to the segregated theaters where blacks were 
sequestered in the balcony, was a problem for some of 
Van Vechten's colored friends. As with Mark Twain and 
Huckleberry Finn , most black readers couldn't get past the 
N word and flatly condemned the book despite its sympa¬ 
thetic portrayal of Harlem life. Then as now, it was taboo 
for whites to utter "Nigger" in interracial company, though 
blacks used the word freely. A number of Van Vechten's 
Negro associates dubbed themselves the "Niggerati." 

Because of the controversy, Nigger Heaven was a 
smash bestseller, causing Van Vechten's financial status to 
be immensely improved. The death of his father left him 
part of a $6-million estate. 3 Now there were no impedi¬ 
ments to his pursuit of happiness. 

Not surprisingly, Van Vechten was a fixture at Got¬ 
ham's high society gatherings of his day. He often ap¬ 
peared at the Fifth Avenue salon of Mabel Dodge, a rene¬ 
gade heiress, whose fourth husband, a Pueblo Indian, 
graced her with the name she is better known by today, 
Mabel Dodge Luhan. At these gatherings could be found 
assorted "progressives" and "freethinkers"—Lincoln Stef¬ 
fens, Bernhard Berenson, John Reed, Emma Goldman, 
Walter Lippmann and Max Eastman, to name a few. 

The stock market crash of 1929 made no serious dent 
in the wallet of Van Vechten, who now turned from fic¬ 
tion to photography. He was soon renown, particularly as 
a portraitist of celebrities. As the decades rolled by, Van 
Vechten continued to use his influence and clout to pro¬ 
mote other artists, notably Gertrude Stein, a Jewish lesbian 
better known today for the degenerate gang she hung 
around with in Paris than for her literary output. Van 
Vechten edited The Selected Works of Gertrude Stein in 
1946, the year of her death. That Van Vechten did not al¬ 
ways wield his considerable influence on behalf of minor- 
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ity artists can be seen in his promotion of Herman Mel¬ 
ville, something of a forgotten man in the 1920s. 

It is for ballyhooing Negroes that Van Vechten is best 
remembered today. Even after the Harlem Renaissance 
was a distant memory, he continued to shower Negroes 
with his largesse. He endowed the Carl Van Vechten Gal¬ 
lery at Fisk University, a black school in Nashville, which 
rewarded him with an honorary doctorate in 1955. Still up 
to his old tricks at the age of 80, in 1960 he endowed a 
collection of Negro arts and letters at Yale in honor of one 
of his black buddies, James Weldon Johnson. 

Unlike his counterparts in later decades, Van Vechten, 
shunned political activism. As he duly noted, "My Sense 
of propaganda always concerned art and never politics." 
Consequently his name is never mentioned in connection 
with leftist politics, as often happens with his ilk. 

Van Vechten's renegadism didn't stop with his profes¬ 
sional work. His first wife was Anna Snyder, his high 
school sweetheart, whom he divorced in 1912. His sec¬ 
ond wife was a Russian Jewess, Fania Marinoff, a small¬ 
time silent movie actress. Their childless marriage en¬ 
dured. The couple celebrated their 50th wedding anniver¬ 
sary just two months before Van Vechten died in 1964, 
his reputation still unspotted by his active bisexuality. 
During the 20s he and his drinking buddy, playwright 
Avery Hopwood, judged integrated transvestite balls in 
Harlem. Much like Robert Mapplethorpe, Van Vechten 


combined his sexual proclivities with his photographic tal¬ 
ents. His photographic series, Boy Crazy, depicted mus¬ 
clemen engaged in oral and anal intercourse. 

In Van Vechten's day, pro-Negro sensibilities, at least 
among Gentiles, were something of a novelty. Not any 
more. Nigger Heaven has long since been supplanted in 
the pantheon of Negro-oriented fiction by writers of a 
darker hue. After generations of integration and the ubiq¬ 
uity of Negro influence in popular culture, we no longer 
feel shocked by Van Vechten's Negrophilia. Still, there is 
a sad irony in the fact that Van Vechten, the descendant of 
early Dutch settlers, made a name for himself by promot¬ 
ing African Americans in a city named after the village of 
Haarlem in the Netherlands. 

That was enough to get him in Dutch with the white 
racialists of the roaring 20s.

Dink Stover Goes to College 


By tradition, Notre Dame University 
stands as a symbol of the Irish in Ameri¬ 
ca, notwithstanding that generations of 
Poles, Germans and even Italians have 
contributed to the school's football great¬ 
ness. This year's team, however, made 
this "ethnic stretch" into an outright "ra¬ 
cial conversion," as the dominant color 
turned out to be black. Nationally the 
same kind of ethnic representation prob¬ 
lem endures. The government pursues af¬ 
firmative action policies to raise the mi¬ 
nority percentage, but counts whites only 
as "white" and minorities as African, Lati¬ 
nos, Asians and Native Americans. 

The battle for the numbers goes on, 
with the losers invariably turning out to 
be white. In California and Texas, howev¬ 
er, affirmative action in college admission 
has been dealt a blow. As a response to 
this worrisome trend two former presi- 
dents of Ivy League colleges, Bok of Har- 
vard and Bowen of Brown, recently de¬ 
buted a book called The Shape of the 
River (Princeton University Press), which 
claims that affirmative action admissions 
policies on the Ivy campuses have been a 


great success precisely because they have 
raised the salaries of minority Ivy League 
graduates over their non-Ivy counterparts. 

The argument is sophistic to its very 
core. No one would doubt that minority 
Ivy League grads would take home more 
money than their non-Ivy brethren. For 
generations the Ivy diploma has served as 
an index of academic accomplishment, 
causing employers to pay the higher tariff 
to get such grads on their payroll. But de¬ 
basing the standard merely to help out 
the less qualified is surely injurious to so¬ 
cial progress. 

What, may we ask, about all those 
white applicants to Ivy colleges who are 
turned down to make room for the less 
qualified affirmative action minorityites? 
Won't they be expected to make propor¬ 
tionately less because they had been 
forced to attend non Ivy League colleges? 
Most highly paid college administrators, 
whatever their inner thoughts, overtly 
support affirmative action on the college 
campus and therefore can be expected to 
laud The Shape of the River. The essential 
struggle over affirmative action seems to 


be shaping up as a tussle between com¬ 
mon sense and high-flown racial spiritual¬ 
ism, with the latter firmly the province of 
trucklers like Bok and Bowen. 

America of today affords racial minor¬ 
ities quite as much opportunity to make it 
on their own as it does Majority types. 
Different races sit side by side in high 
school classrooms nationwide and are 
presented the same opportunities to grasp 
the same material. If whites consistently 
excel in the mental department, why not 
look for some other answer than white ra¬ 
cism? 

Having done that, why not stop all 
this palaver about affirmative action on 
college campuses and get down to the 
business of providing a good education at 
a reasonable price? Today colleges simply 
cost too much, partly because whites pay 
far too much to keep minorities on cam¬ 
pus with tax dollars that turn into govern¬ 
mental affirmative action grants. It has 
been estimated that one-third of Johnny's 
$35,000 tuition cost should be charged 
off to affirmative action "scholarships."

Politics at its Nadir 


O ne of the most significant elections this fall is one 
the Majority has already lost, no matter which of 
the two candidates wins it. By the time you are 
reading this, either Alfonse D'Amato will have been re¬ 
elected to the Senate from New York, or Charles Schumer 
will have succeeded him to the seat once occupied by De 
Witt Clinton, William Seward and Elihu Root.

Each candidate has avidly courted the Lavender Lobby, 
with Senator D'Amato gaining the endorsement of the 
powerful Human (read: homosexual) Rights (read: privi¬ 
leges) Campaign (read: lobby) for his stellar work on be¬ 
half of gays in the armed services, against hate crimes, 
and the like. 

Schumer has made himself odious with his scene¬ 
stealing, headline-hunting, gun-grabbing antics.

Waco, she pronounced grandly, "I can state unequivocal¬ 
ly that I have never met a public official more dedicated 
to fighting crime than Mr. Schumer." (Bill Clinton's equal 
in dedication to the law—even back then!) 

The Brooklyn Democrat fancies himself the House of 
Representative's expert on banking, although in 1983, 
while urging easier terms for the Third World's debtor na¬ 
tions, he claimed, "unemployment in Pittsburgh and De¬ 
troit is related to debt in Nigeria and Brazil." Instauration- 
ists can only hope that one day most Americans will 
marvel that, once upon a time, an American congressman 
intended those words as a pronouncement on the vagaries

Conspicuous among the re¬ 
cipients of his largesse have been the State of Israel and 
swarms of undeserving Jews from Crown Heights to Ka¬ 
zakhstan, so conspicuous that his more perceptive sup¬ 
porters may have actually groaned in relief that his latest 
exploit involved siphoning money, not directly from 
Americans, but rather from the gnomes of Zurich to the 
lords of Zion. 

When Senator Al recently described Congressman 
Chuck as a putzhead (putz = penis) before a private gath¬ 
ering at which he was the only non-Jew, D'Amato knew 
that to win he would have to out-Jew his very Jewish op¬ 
ponent in very, very Jewish New York. 

Schumer-D'Amato is something of a milestone, or per¬ 
haps a thousand-fathom marker, in what the late Revilo 
Oliver, in what now seems a rare moment of optimism, 
termed "America's Decline." There have been goys who 
thumped the tub for New York's Jewish vote before—who 
can forget Al Core's prayer shawl-swathed, yarmulke- 
topped performance in the 1988 presidential primary? But 
these goy candidates were battling other goys, and they 
were almost always Democrats. 

For a Republican seeking statewide office to accuse his 
Israel-first, Holocaust-happy Jewish opponent as soft on 
the Shoah and penny-pinching on the Promised Land is 
something of a first. One thinks back to the special elec¬ 
tion of 1949, when John Foster Dulles, running for the 
Senate against Herbert Lehman, goaded a crowd of pros¬ 
pective upstate supporters: 

If you could see the kind of people in New York City 
making up this bloc that is voting for my opponent, if you 
could see them with your own eyes, I know you would be 
out, every last man of you, on election day. 

Well, that was then—and for the record, Dulles, of 
course, lost. Today's Republican incumbent, ably coached 
by his gay, Jewish campaign guru, Arthur Finkelstein (who 
helped mastermind Benjamin Netanyahu's upset victory 
in Israel in 1996), has a good many "of the kind of people 
in New York City" Dulles warned against in his corner. In 
his last campaign, in 1992, D'Amato won an estimated 
43% of the Jewish vote against Jewish Democrat Robert 


Abrams. That the truckling D'Amato threatens to alienate 
the affections of Jewish contributors and voters from the 
Charles Schumer, who's spent nearly a quarter century in 
politics toeing the line on all the Jewish issues, says some¬ 
thing lurid but nonetheless illuminating about contempo¬ 
rary American politics. 

One might view this election the way British lefty jour¬ 
nalist (no friend to Zionism or Zionists) Alexander Cock- 
burn recently considered it: 

To offer Schumer and Al D'Amato as serious alternatives 

is like asking voters which street they prefer to be mugged 

on. No reasonable person would accept such a choice. 

Or, as the late George Wallace might have phrased it 
(before he sold out), there's not a shekel's worth of differ¬ 
ence between the two candidates, and between their two 
parties. 

In realistic terms, however, the Majority must view the 
turncoat D'Amato the bigger threat. Better a hundred 
Schumers in the Senate than a hundred D'Amato-style ser¬ 
vitors! (That that's more or less what we have gives us a 
place to start from.) 

The Majority's task, in the event D'Amato is elected by 
virtue of his triumph in the equivalent of a Garment Dis¬ 
trict mud-wrestling match, is to bring him down. Such a 
project would make an excellent task for a New Yorker of 
Italian descent: one recalls how pro-Majority talk radio 
host Bob Grant (born Gigante) helped destroy Mario Cuo¬ 
mo, New York's governor and presidential prospect, by 
harping mercilessly on his political and personal defects, 
and pinning him indelibly with the Italian epithet sfaccim 
(more or less, "repellent one"). 

Waking up New York's Italians to the fact that 
D'Amato is not for them, but against them, won't be 
easy—but it can be done, and it would be the fastest way 
to end his career.

I t has been said that money spent on travel is never 
wasted. Travelers expand their knowledge of the 
world, acquire memories that last a lifetime, broaden 
their minds and, if lucky, have fun. Since I have the good 
fortune to work in a field that allows me to travel frequent¬ 
ly to many parts of the world, I can attest to the truthful¬ 
ness of the above precepts. 

As an Instaurationist, I look upon travel as an opportu¬ 
nity to observe the people and cultures of the countries I 
happen to visit. It goes without saying that the Instaura¬ 
tionist view of humankind is basically correct. With few 
exceptions, I have found the majority of the foreigners I've 
gotten to know, including nonwhites, to be decent 
enough. Many are as warm and kind as anyone you 
would ever want to meet. It is a curious fact that men and 
women of all races, tribes and nations are in certain ways 
alike. An honest, hardworking, honorable man stands out 
in any society, as does a knave, criminal or fool. 

It is indisputable that all humans share many traits. 
How could it be otherwise, considering that we have to 
face many of the same ancient trials and tribulations. In 
evolutionary terms it would make sense for human behav¬ 
ior to respond to some of our challenges in roughly the 
same way. 

This far I am willing to go. But there are limits, stark 
unbridgeable limits to the "We are all the same" ideology. 
Yes, we are all (or mostly all) the same in some ways. But 
as races, nations and tribes, we are also vastly different. 
And the differences will never disappear, no matter how 
much federal money is thrown at them, no matter how 
many Charlie Roses and Oprah Winfreys attempt to deny 
the obvious. 

The reader will notice that I use the word "different," 
not "superior." The white race is different from the Negro 
race, the Asiatic races and all of their sub-groups. The 
question of "superiority," however, brings up another train 
of thought. I happen to believe that the white race is the 
most highly evolved of all human groups. If one wishes to 
call this "superiority," so be it. As for supremacy, I do in¬ 
deed believe in "white supremacy" in all primarily white 
countries and that the status and conduct of nonwhites in 
such countries must be determined only by whites. I do 
not necessarily believe that the white race should hold an 
exalted position in Botswana, though there is no doubt in 
my mind that a handful of whites is perfectly capable of 
ruling all Botswanans, to the immense benefit of both groups. 

What I'm saying is that "superiority" lies in the eye of 
the beholder. It disturbs me not a whit when some Ameri¬ 
can Negro or mulatto stridently claims that the Negroes 
are a master race, responsible for all world civilization 


and that whites would be helpless without them. A Negro 
has every right to believe such nonsense if he wishes. I 
only draw the line when some guilt-ridden white liberal 
seeks to shove this bilge down the throats of my children 
in their classrooms. I say let the "market" set the value of 
the different races of mankind. I am smugly confident 
which race will come out on top. I'm also certain that 
practically all nonwhites share my view, though many 
would die rather than admit it. 

I further believe that whites are different from non¬ 
whites and always will be. The end result of these "differ¬ 
ences" is that the white race is uniquely prepared to serve 
as the engine of human progress and the engineer of the 
modern world. 

I hasten to add that every race contains outstanding in¬ 
dividuals, as well as a thick, biological layer of sludge. I 
reject the idea that "intelligence" alone is an adequate 
gauge of "superiority." Surely IQ is the bedrock upon 
which much else is built, but the truly superior human has 
many other qualities: physical strength and beauty, moral 
courage, honor, simple decency, generosity, altruism and 
imagination—the list is endless. Every person has at least 
one or two of these attributes. The proportion is what counts. 

Take the Jews. By any standard they are clever people. 
Some are brilliant. Does this make them a "superior" peo¬ 
ple? In their own eyes the answer is unquestionably "yes." 
Skeptical non-Jews do not necessarily see it that way, even 
accepting that there are Jews who combine both the sharp 
minds associated with the Chosen and the more elevated 
characteristics which are often not associated with them. 

Of Pure and Impure Blacks 

Politically correct twaddle aside, Negroes are not and 
never have been noted for even normal intelligence. But 
that is just the most obvious difference between them and 
most whites. If Negroes were merely dull, the problem 
could be easily managed simply by ensuring that they 
were funneled in positions suited for their talents: monoto- 
nous industrial tasks, menial jobs, shoe shining and the like. 

Many years of observing Negroes have taught me a 
few things about them. First of all they lack self-control. 
The average black simply does not have the emotional 
and mental stability of the average white. Unless they are 
under firm control, they will quickly make a shambles of 
whatever they touch. The propensity of the Negro for vio¬ 
lent crime is a consequence of this. It is a truism among 
detectives that the white man will plan a murder, whereas 
the Negro will commit murder in the heat of the moment. 
Negroes are well aware of this lack of control among their 
own people. It is not for nothing that they fear the so- 
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called "crazy Nigger." By the time he has reached adult¬ 
hood the Negro will have seen enough evidence of this 
dangerous trait to teach him caution and prudence while 
in the company of fellow blacks. 

The Negro has a grossly exaggerated sense of his own 
worth and abilities. His meager ability to engage in ab¬ 
stract thought limits his ability to accurately assess his true 
potential. This is a grave and worrisome situation. Recent 
research has shown that one of the worst spurs to violence 
is the unjustified inflation of a person's self-esteem. In this 
country we have a whole generation of Negroes who are 
genetically predisposed to violence, who were probably 
born with a primitive "will to power" stronger than that of 
the average reflective and contemplative white. These Ne¬ 
groes have been preached to and bombarded with the 
idea that they are equal to or superior to whites in every 
way that really counts. The reality is that the average Ne¬ 
gro is woefully underprepared to compete. Never or sel¬ 
dom told this, when he collides with the harsh realities of 
the real world, he is confused, angered and finally en¬ 
raged. It's easy to imagine whom he blames for his trouble. 

The Negro Is Hyperaggressive 

One function of the Negro's lack of self-control is his 
hyperaggressivity. Urban dwellers know all about this, es¬ 
pecially clerks at liquor stores and all-night gas stations, 
not to mention white prison inmates and white women in 
general. One of the striking things about the Negro the 
world over is the offensive, threatening aggression of 
young Negro males (the females can be just as nasty, 
but as in the case in all bipeds, the male is more ag¬ 
gressive). You see it in New York, in Los Angeles, on 
the streets of Paris, in the cities of Latin America and, 
most telling, in Africa itself. This is not "learned be¬ 
havior," a legacy of the rage generated by slavery. 

This is bred in the bone. Fortunately the Negro is 
usually only brave when he outnumbers his oppo¬ 
nent in most cases—or his victim is unarmed. 
Armed, determined whites have repeatedly beaten 
Negroes in one encounter after another, under all 
kinds of conditions. The superior self-discipline, in¬ 
telligence and toughness of whites almost always tri¬ 
umph over the savage courage of even the "fightingest" 
blacks. 

It is really amazing how Negro traits extend across 
space and time. Take a Negro street hustler from New 
York or Chicago and set him next to a pure African street 
hustler on the streets of Paris or Madrid. You can hardly 
tell them apart. It is absolutely uncanny. The same expres¬ 
sions on the face, the same body movements, the same 
pushiness and arrogance. It has to be seen to be believed. 
It is eerie how the race clings to its mannerisms. 

The best test for racial determinism in behavior is pro¬ 
vided by an examination of mulattos. Almost all American 
Negroes have at least a dollop of white blood. The Anglo- 
Saxon technique to ensure racial purity did not aim at an 
impossible ban on intimate contacts. It simply insisted that 


anybody with any Negro blood whatsoever was consid¬ 
ered a 100% Negro, regardless of any superficial white 
appearance. While effective, this technique had the side 
effect of engendering a white hot rage in all American mu¬ 
lattos. Unlike their Latin-American brethren, who with 
enough money and enough luck could crawl up out of the 
ranks of simple Negroes into a quasi-white status, Ameri¬ 
can mulattos were stuck in the same pit with the coal- 
black field hand and the blubbery Mammy figure. The 
rage is understandable, though the process was entirely 
necessary to ensure white racial purity. 

The Negro abolitionist, Frederick Douglass, is a tragic 
example of a half-white doomed to Negrohood. A glance 
at his writings is sufficient to show that his real concern 
was not the black slave. It was the mulatto Frederick 
Douglass, who wanted desperately to be white. Unable to 
achieve his impossible goal, he wished to destroy the race 
of his own father. The phenomenon is familiar to any who 1 
have studied the lives of prominent mulattos. 

The danger of the mulatto is that he tends to combine 
traits of each race into an explosive cocktail. The intelli¬ 
gence and cunning of the white married to the violently 
unstable Negro temperament is a true recipe for disaster. 
The most grotesque example of this currently on the U.S. 
scene is Louis Farrakhan, the leader of the Nation of Isla 
Farrakhan, who must be at least three-quarters white, 
is a Jamaican immigrant, ironically from a social group 
known as the "Jamaica whites." The mulattoes have tradi¬ 
tionally played the role of a middle class in Jamaica. To 

be honest, though they 
haven't done it quite success¬ 
fully, compared to the mostly 
pure African Jamaicans who 
make up the bulk of the pop¬ 
ulation, the Jamaica whites 
are easily able to maintain 
their superior position over 
their darker cousins. General 
Colin Powell is the son of 
such parents. 

Farrakhan is, by any stan¬ 
dard, a bizarre figure. He is 
not, however, a fool or off his rocker. Insane? Possibly by 
Western clinical standards. His "flying saucer" speech at 
the Million Man March was as chilling as it was astound¬ 
ing. Farrakhan is a born leader among blacks. What we 
hear as the foam-speckled ravings of a nut or hear as typi¬ 
cal Negro mumbo-jumbo is serious business to his followers. 

The hatred Farrakhan has for whites is very real. The 
light t int of his skin is closely connected with the emotion 
that dominates his life and those of his followers. In strate¬ 
gic terms Farrakhan is an ally and should be encouraged. 
He is a strong, polarizing force for racial separation. On 
the other hand, it behooves Majority leaders to never for¬ 
get that Farrakhan and his acolytes would like nothing bet¬ 
ter than to roast each and every one of us over a slow fire, 
topping off the ceremony by eating our livers.

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Look around at the mulattos who are so prominent in 
the American Negro community.

The people of Florida suffered a disas¬ 
trous defeat in the September 1 election. 
Charles Williams, the incumbent state 
senator, lost to Richard Mitchell, the can¬ 
didate of the tort trial lawyers. 

What this means is that Floridians will 
continue to pay tribute to the bloodsucker 
trial lawyers with every financial transac¬ 
tion. The store Floridians patronize pays 
thousands of dollars in liability insurance 
because of trial lawyers. With every piece 
of merchandise they buy, tribute is paid 
to the charlatans because of the liability 
insurance the manufacturers are forced to 
carry. Medical health insurance is at least 
double what it should cost because of tort 
lawyers. 

Charles Williams had the courage to 
take on the parasites who prey on the citi¬ 
zenry and fought for passage of a bill that 
would permit the amount of money these 
lawyers can extort from the victims of of¬ 
ten bizarre lawsuits that have minimal or 
zero merit. The tort limitation bill was 
passed by the Florida legislature but was 
vetoed by Governor Chiles, another shy¬ 
ster, who protects his buddies as they loot 
the pockets of productive working people. 

Trial lawyers poured $200,000 into a 
vicious, misleading ad campaign against 
Williams, using a front organization eu¬ 
phemistically called Coalition for Family 
Safety, deliberately making it sound like a 
church-sponsored group. Dreadfully slant¬ 
ed TV spots succeeded in convincing the 
gullible majority of voters to vote against 
Williams in the final count. Anybody who 
says negative campaign ads are not effec¬ 
tive simply doesn't understand the mind¬ 
set of the ill-informed, generally indiffer¬ 
ent voter in today's elections. 

The main tool that tort lawyers use to 
fleece the public is the contingency fee

arrangement. Attorneys take on a sup¬ 
posed injury case for a percentage, usually 
one-third plus "expenses," of any award 
made to the injured party. The lawyers, 
some of whom are electronic ambulance 
chasers who pitch their wares on TV, per¬ 
suade potential clients they will make a 
bunch of money if they sue. If the lawsuit 
goes to court—not always the case since 
it's usually cheaper to pay off the lawyers

than litigate—the attorneys select poor, 
ignorant jurors who are easily convinced 
to "stick it to the rich corporations and in¬ 
surance companies." The awards are so 
great they frequently force the defendant 
into bankruptcy. 

Another great source of ill-gotten 
gains for trial lawyers is the now infa¬ 
mous class action suit. These suits are 
strictly shakedowns in which a group of 
people is supposedly wronged by a large 
corporation. The tort lawyers recruit a 
group of these people and sue the corpo¬ 
ration on their behalf. Restaurant chains 


are a favorite target for these suits. If the 
suit is successful, the claimants get a few 
hundred dollars, while the lawyers take 
their third and more from the total settle¬ 
ment, which means they get millions or 
tens of millions as their cut. One lawyer 
in the famous asbestos case stashed away 
enough money to unsuccessfully bid over 
$100 million dollars for the Tampa foot¬ 
ball team. 

Charles Williams had the courage to 
challenge these unconscionable bunco 
artists as they plunder the people's mon¬ 
ey. The lawyers responded with all their 
financial and media guns blazing, squash¬ 
ing him like an annoying bug. 

Williams told me he was planning to 
try to put a reasonable cap on the fees to¬ 
bacco lawyers are trying to extort from 
the settlement. The lawyers are claiming 
hundreds of millions of dollars or even 
billions of dollars as their fair share of the 
loot. Does anyone suppose any other 
Florida legislator will have the courage to 
challenge the tort racketeers? 

One distressing fallout from the elec¬ 
tion is that not only do the tort lawyers 
have their very own bought-and-paid-for 
state senator in Richard Miller, but they 
also have put fear in the hearts of the oth¬ 
er state politicians who might have the te¬ 
merity to threaten them in any way. It will 
take a very brave person to challenge 
these unscrupulous shysters in the future 
after what they did to Charles Williams. 

The legal racket—I refuse to classify it 
as a profession—in general and the tort 
lawyers in particular are doing incredible 
damage to the economy and to the social 
order. I'm afraid they are so powerful that 
it will take a revolution to get rid of them.

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Balked in the Balkans 


BOSNIA. To the surprise of nobody but the interna¬ 
tional busybodies trying to force the creation of a "multi¬ 
ethnic" Bosnian state, Bosnian Serbs resoundingly rejected 
NATO's "picked candidate." Biljana Plavsic lost the mid- 
September presidential election to Nikola Poplasen, a 
bona fide Serb patriot belonging to the Serb Radical Party. 

The 1995 Dayton Accord, fostered by the U.S., was in¬ 
tended first to end the fighting in Bosnia, then establish a 
tripartite government of Serbs, Croats and Muslims. The 
long-term goal was to compel the three groups to live to¬ 
gether against their will. 

In view of Balkan history, such a plan was transparent¬ 
ly absurd, a bizarre attempt to change the laws of politics, 
nationalism, anthropology and history. "Western experts" 
declared without a shred of evidence other than street- 
corner CNN interviews that the vast bulk of the popula¬ 
tion of Bosnia wanted a multiethnic state. The main obsta¬ 
cle to this ignoble project was, the world was informed, 
Serbian fanatics and bigots, who refused to see the bene¬ 
fits that would accrue to them by forgetting who they were 
and merging with their hereditary enemies, the Catholic 
Croats and the apostate Muslims. 

The three factions simply loathe each other. The Serbs 
see themselves as the natural overlords of the South Slavs, 
a "great people" wounded by bad luck, bad neighbors 
and bad Turks. The Croats, Slavs in ethnic terms, are Ro¬ 
man Catholics who have always looked to the West and 
were among the staunchest and bravest defenders of the 
Hapsburgs of Austria-Hungary. As for the Bosnian Mus¬ 
lims, they are the descendants of Serb turncoats who, fear¬ 
ful of losing their privileges after the Turkish occupation, 
threw off their religion and betrayed their brother Serbs. 
Since the Muslims served as slavemasters for the Turks, it 
goes without saying no lasting affection between the Serbs 
and the Islamites is possible. Turks have been the devils of 
Serbian history and remain so to this day. 

It may be true, as the internationalists claim, that much 
of Serbian history is myth. All peoples embellish their past 
with legends. If attempting to create a multiethnic state in 
this unpromising environment was so obviously a fool's 
errand, then why in God's name did NATO (principally 
the Americans) try? The answer is dishearteningly simple. 

The conspiracy theorists, as kooky as they sometimes 
are, have it right this time, at least in general terms. The 
men and women who hold power in the world today no 
longer have any national loyalty, as most Americans 
would understand the term. They see things like patriotism 
and devotion to country as quaint and dangerous century- 
old relics. Well aware that most the world's peoples owe 
their primary allegiance to just such ties, the international¬ 


ists know they must move carefully to dissolve these 
bonds, working slowly and beneath the surface. Showing 
their hand too soon could bring disaster. The reaction 
could boomerang by expelling them from office. While 
the strength of the internationalists is vastly superior to 
that of patriotic forces, it is an empty shell. The latent 
power of patriotism and nationalism is far, far greater. The 
people in charge know this all too well. For this reason it 
is essential that they stamp out all true nationalist move¬ 
ments before they can emerge. 

It would seem that the fate of a government in a miser¬ 
able corner of the world like Bosnia would concern few 
persons in mighty capitals like Washington, Berlin, Lon¬ 
don and Paris. However, it concerns the internationalists 
very much. The triumph of nationalism is contagious. The 
truth of this can be seen in the vitality of the new national¬ 
ist parties in Europe, parties that have crawled out from 
underneath the rubble of 50 years of repression, lies and 
incessant propaganda directed against their deepest and 
most cherished beliefs. 

The Bosnian Serbs, strident, virile, violent nationalists, 
must be suppressed or, much better, neutered into gentle 
sheep. It is not working out that way, but not for want of 
trying. 

As various published reports made clear, the professed 
love of the Western "democracies" for democracy stops at 
the nationalist door. Free elections are great, as long as 
the right people win. As one European diplomat put it, 
"We've played all the cards: the money, the advice, the 
pressure, we have done everything my country has 
learned to do in 200 years of meddling in other coun¬ 
tries." He referred to the blatant support of Plavsic by 
NATO, whose troops obligingly broke down the doors of 
Serb nationalist radio stations to take them off the air. 

It was all for nothing. Bosnian Serbs, no doubt smell¬ 
ing the stench of treason, remained loyal to true Serb pa¬ 
triots. After the election results were in, one European ob¬ 
server said, "Poplasen's victory means the Bosnian Serbs 
are telling the West, 'We don't care about you or your 
money.'" 

The whole NATO-induced idea of "reconciliation" is 
nonsense. People should not live in a state of hatred with 
their neighbors, but the goofy idea that after a bloody, hor¬ 
rid, three-sided civil war everybody can kiss and make up 
the next day—or year—is bilge. Only time heals those 
wounds, which will never heal if these folks are forced to 
live side by side day after day. Let them have their own 
space, for the love of God. 

It might be added that most Bosnian Croats support a 
Croat nationalist party, which makes the whole "multi- 
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ethnic" idea seem even more loopy. It seems there just 
aren't enough people to make up a "multi." 

One article I read on this issue finished with the amaz¬ 
ing statement, "But the unofficial results of the election 
seem to show that Bosnian Serbs are still fearful of the 
Muslims and Croats, and mistrustful of the West." What 
more is there to say? The Bosnia souffle, the pride of Clin¬ 
tonian diplomacy, sooner or later will deflate, my friends.

KOSOVO. Meanwhile another Balkan population 
group has moved to center stage. The Albanians, now the 
majority in the province of Kosovo, want to turn it, once a 
holy domain of the Serbs, into an autonomous part of Ser¬ 
bia or an independent nation that would eventually join a 
Greater Albania. Slobodan Milosevic, the Serbian Presi¬ 
dent, wants to keep Kosovo, and he sent in his armed forc¬ 
es to crush any independence movement. At that point 
NATO stepped in and threatened to bomb the Serbian 
forces. At the last minute Milosevic prudently withdrew 


his troops. This doesn't mean that the problem is ended. 
Just like any other situation in the Balkans, there is no last¬ 
ing finality to any dispute. It's interesting to note that in 
the last few months, the U.S., the backbone of NATO, has 
threatened to go to war three separate times: once to get 
Saddam Hussein to open up for inspection his rumored 
pile of weapons of mass destruction; once to get the Bos¬ 
nian Serbs to stop fighting with the Croats and Muslims; 
once to stop Serbia's attempt to keep Kosovo in the Serb 
family. According to the latest agreement 2,000 unarmed 
NATO referees or umpires will police Kosovo to see that 
the Serbian troops are removed and stay removed. This 
idea of a NATO traveling war machine to be thrown 
against any attempt by Balkan countries to solve their own 
problems will only create more problems. Eventually the 
American people will get tired of cranking up an aircraft 
carrier, launching several squadrons of warplanes and a 
flock of cruise missiles, and sending the whole shebang 
off on fruitless and expensive missions to poke into other 
peoples' business.

Open Housing Spells Murder 


O n the night of September 3, 1986, the Democratic- 
controlled U.S. Congress committed murder. I mean 
that quite literally. The Congress in question was 
the inheritor of LBJ's hyper-liberal 1968 collection of left¬ 
ists and libertines. Pandering to blacks in the wake of the 
King assassination a few months earlier, this motley col¬ 
lection had passed what they loved to call a "Fair Housing 
Act." It was anything but "fair" to whites and particularly 
unfair to a young white woman who had recently moved 
into integrated lodging on the north side of San Antonio. 
These minority-pandering Congressmen murdered her, 
just as surely as if each had taken part in the killing him¬ 
self. 

The young lady who was brutally butchered was Don¬ 
na Lynn Vetter. Not long before her death she moved from 
her residence in the German-founded community of New 
Braunfels to be closer to her secretarial job at the San An¬ 
tonio FBI office. The 23-year-old took up residence in an 
area which, before open housing, had been 100% white. 
No Negro had ever resided there prior to 1968. With the 
advent of open housing blacks and Hispanics poured into 
the white turf with all the fervor that integrating coloreds 
are so fond of exhibiting. Before long the sight of these 
mud people became quite common where once only 
whites had strolled. Before the late 60s these folks would 
have stood out like skunk cabbage in a sweet pea bed. 
Any nonwhite would have been closely monitored. With 
integration, however, the nonwhite "belonged." He could 
drift through the predominantly white neighborhood com¬ 
ing and going as he pleased. That's how it was and is with 
integration. Once our neighborhoods become "their" neigh¬ 
borhoods, white senses are dulled to the alien presence. 

On that fateful night in September, a prowling Negro 
was little noticed as he "checked out" the apartment com¬ 
plex where Donna Lynn Vetter resided. Selecting his vic¬ 
tim, he watched her park her car and walk to her door. 
The Negro was not in any hurry; he had done this before. 
On this particular night he had been out on parole for one 
year after serving a short sentence for rape, attempted 
murder and burglary. 

Miss Vetter had lasted six months in minority-ridden 
San Antonio. Had she remained in her German-American 
community, where the mostly white populace is civilized 
and cohesive and the crime rate minimal, she would have 
been spared her blood-drenched fate. But in multiracial 
San Antonio the U.S. Congress had already precluded her 
safety. It had ensured that her life would be short and un¬ 
sweet. 

About midnight a creature bearing not one redeeming 
virtue to connect him to mankind broke into Donna's 



apartment. What happened there was so 
horrendous, it is best not to dwell upon it. 

The nearest I can come to describing 
what took place is to refer the reader to 
Poe's macabre short story, "The Murders 
in the Rue Morgue," in which a berserk 
orangutan wielding a straight razor carves Karl Hammond 
up two defenseless women in a locked chamber. When 
Donna's nude body was found the next morning, there 
wasn't much left. She had been raped, her clothes had 
been "cut off her along with her skin" and she had been 
stabbed repeatedly in the throat, chest and abdomen. Her 
flesh was little more than pulp. In some places her skele¬ 
ton was exposed. Something primeval from the primordial 
savagery of the Dark Continent had slithered through a 
half-opened window in her apartment and transformed 
her into a special effects job from a Vincent Price movie. 

The killer who slipped through the shadows that night, 
blade in hand, to commit his unspeakable acts, had left a 
few things behind—fingerprints, a bloody footprint and a 
great deal of semen. 

Eleven days later another white woman, 30, was raped 
at gunpoint in her San Antonio apartment. Miraculously 
surviving the attack, she would identify her assailant a 
week later as one Karl Hammond, a 22-year-old black. 

Only six days after this second attack Hammond struck 
again, raping a 23-year-old white woman at gunpoint. She 
too narrowly escaped death, being saved by the timely ar¬ 
rival of friends. She also identified Hammond as her at¬ 
tacker. All three attacks had taken place in an area of the 
city which prior to open housing had been all-white. 
Meanwhile the liberal South Texas media assured every¬ 
one who would listen that this was not a racial thing, that 
all three victims had been white was just a "coincidence." 

Donna was killed in 1986. Hammond's original sen¬ 
tence for conviction of rape, burglary and attempted mur¬ 
der—his initial crime—was to have carried well into the 
90s. Had a liberal parole board not set him loose to prey 
again upon white society, Donna would still be among 
the living. 

Early on the morning of June 21, 1995, in the execu¬ 
tion chamber at Huntsville State Prison, a tiny splinter of 
steel inserted in his vein took care of Karl Hammond. He 
died quietly, peacefully, even "gently." Not exactly the 
kind of exit he gave Donna. 

Every last one of Hammond's cohorts in crime, includ¬ 
ing the liberal congressmen who voted for open housing 
in 1968, should have been with him on his early morning 
journey into the sulfurous nether regions.

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Democracy and Deception 


O ur cities, states and nation are poor in spirit. All 
else that is wrong necessarily follows. All but the 
most unredeemable two-party junkies know that 
our families and homes are now the only remaining bul¬ 
wark against tyranny. All else, for now, is lost. Since the 
tide of democracy has swallowed freedom, it has become 
all important for us to understand the plague that besieges us. 

The great deception is that democracy equals freedom. 
This deception is unveiled in the vast and growing legal 
armies: bureaucrats, administrators, clerks, lawyers, legis¬ 
lators and judges. We no longer have a just judiciary but a 
swarm of black-robed priests sworn to administer the 
dark, collectivist designs of esoteric political orders. Their 
task is to keep a lid on genuine political debate by main¬ 
taining the facade of an integrated society. Theirs is "the 
great experiment" that never ends. Don't you squirm 
when they speak of our nation as an "experiment?" The 
Founding Fathers ordained a perpetual order of security 
for their posterity, not some "experiment" to be tweaked 
by Pharisaic lawyer-legislators and Marxist social "scientists." 

No longer do we have informed, propertied, white 
male jurors but mad, multiculturalized masses. In the Na¬ 
tional Journal, Stuart Taylor, Jr. notes that the stunning O.J. 
Simpson acquittal "seems less aberrational now that Presi¬ 
dent Clinton has soared to new heights of public approval 
in the face of convincing evidence ." 1 The new standard is 
the total reversal of morality and justice. The sad fact is 
that the white race's insistence on the existence of abso¬ 
lute truth is being used against us by alien races whose 
cultures hold that every "standard" is relative for self- 
serving purposes. Thus the origin of "social justice." Tay¬ 
lor goes on to say: 

The Simpson trial illustrated that our legal culture had 
become decadent. The Clinton saga shows that the worst 
features of that legal culture have seeped into our popular 
and political cultures. 

Taylor has it exactly backward. The debaucheries that 
long ago ripped our white, Christo-Western social fabric 
are now evident in striking daily examples. The troubles 
that have ensnared us are not reversible in a system that is 
no longer ours. 

The Simpson trial verdicts have been repeated many 
times over in minority-dominated jurisdictions, from New 
York to D.C., from Miami to San Antonio, from Denver to 
Los Angeles. Consider that Professor Armando Navarro of 
the University of California at Riverside teaches his stu¬ 
dents that Mexicans must reconquer the American South¬ 
west and rename it Aztlan. "We are in a state of war," he 
says, and the Mexican-Latino/Latina-Chicano/Chicana Re- 


conquistadoras will use any means necessary to achieve 
their ends . 2 It is a strategy first proposed by black Islamic 
revolutionary Malcolm X and reproposed by the notorious 
black film director and basketball aficionado. Spike Lee. 

"By any means necessary" means temporary adoption 
of the English language and of certain commercial features 
of American society, such as professional sports, in order 
to increase the popular appeal of their cause. "By any 
means necessary" means turning the moral order on its 
head through the collectivist union of civil rights, sodom¬ 
ites and socialist activists. Ever notice how those particular 
groups are always allies for each other's respective caus¬ 
es? We should be outraged. We must expose their revolu¬ 
tionary agenda, which is the destruction of the white race 
and all the spiritual and moral traditions motivating this 
destruction. 

For this league of antiwhite, anti-Western revolutionar¬ 
ies, participation in a society is a ruse for ultimately de¬ 
stroying it. Yet they continue to be welcomed by most 
Americans as merely more "democratic" voices in the 
"democratic" process. How could we have fallen so low? 
How is it that hard-working, well-intentioned, middle- 
class Americans have let things get so far out of hand? The 
answer is that most Americans have voluntarily assented 
to the revolution—in the name of "democracy." Vivian 
Gornick explains: 

The time is roiling with democracy, everyone under the 
sun calling out, "Me too". . . .Daily, we are all being 
formed and deformed, tracked and sidetracked, focused 
and deflected by a set of shared influences not one of us 
can escape, and not one of us can puzzle out very much 
better than can the man or woman standing beside us on 
the subway. 3 

In other words, most Americans have come to reject 
thinking and replace it with feeling. The most popular 
"feeling" of all is the acceptance or toleration of all others. 
We must be tolerant of all. Journalist Julia Duin calls them 
"Generation Oprah." It is not that they cannot distinguish 
good from evil . It is that they call evil "good" and good "evil." 

Democracy, like mass culture, gradually replaces local 
governments, as the masses come to rely on public largess 
and policy-by-force. The mass media, mass government, 
mass deception, mass culture and democracy were made 
for each other. They perpetuate each other. 

Mass ideology becomes the new mass religion of the 
deceived masses. If you have ever debated race with a 
conservative Republican, you already know this truth. In¬ 
dependent thinking and belief is eliminated under an es¬ 
pecially ironical, hypocritical, sickening veneer of diversity. 
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Real Christians are ostracized as intolerant, when, in fact, 
the practitioners of mass culture and mass religion are the 
most intolerant people of all. They do not tolerate boun¬ 
daries of all types (spiritual, moral, political and national). 
Where do the revolutionaries get their agenda? How do 
they move forward with it if the effects of mass culture are 
so debilitating? Noam Chomsky, the intellectual Jew so of¬ 
ten at odds with his tribesmen, wrote a book. On Power 
and Ideology (1987). Be careful of the people who toss 
around these favorite buzz words of revolutionaries. 
Chomsky's definition of democracy is more correct than 
not. He states: 

Democracy in the United States rhetoric refers to a sys¬ 
tem of governance in which elite elements based in the 
business community control the state by virtue of their 
dominance of the private society, while the population ob¬ 
serves quietly. So understood, democracy is a system of 
elite decision and public ratification, as in the United 
States itself. Correspondingly, popular involvement in the 
formation of public policy is considered a serious threat It 
is not a step towards democracy, rather it constitutes a cri¬ 
sis of democracy that must be overcome. 4 

Americans readily and publicly accede to mass culture 
and democracy precisely because they think—wrongly—it 
is derived from American values and institutions. The elite 
propagandize in favor of global democracy and promote 
the presumed equality of all cultures, religions and peo¬ 
ples because it is good for business. For the globalists, 
commerce is king. Globalists give entrepreneurial ism a 
bad name because of their unrestrained love of money. 

Once instituted by mass manipulation and popular de¬ 
mand, democracy is revealed to be nothing more than 
veiled socialism, by which a nation loses self-government 
and becomes a highly regulated police state. The inevita¬ 
ble result is that social rot prevails, even as central govern¬ 
ments pump confiscated wealth into redistributive social 
programs. The middle class is broken up and its members 
reduced to wage slaves of the megacorporate elite. Wit¬ 
ness NAFTA and the exodus of the American manufactur¬ 
ing sector to Third World countries. Always remember 
that the basis for these programs is the presumed equality 
of all cultures, religions and peoples. Professor Francis Fu¬ 
kuyama of George Mason University says that our society 
is largely debauched because of "modern cultural relati¬ 
vism" and the idea that human behavior can be molded at 
will through government social programs. 5 He adds: 

[T]he view that human nature is limitlessly plastic 
helped lead to the monstrosities of rationalistic social engi¬ 
neering attempted by Stalin, Mao and Pol Pot 6 

Modern, democratic legislation is nothing more than 
social engineering. It proceeds from the anti-biological, 
anti-scientific view that man is not who he is because of 
genetics but is shaped by his environment and helpful 
governmental experts. The only thing separating U.S. de¬ 
mocracy from Soviet and Chinese versions is the degree of 


voluntariness. They all share an Oriental origin. Their un¬ 
derlying assumption is mass control, whether by despots 
or experts. The fear of genuine independence propelling 
all democracies is one and the same. Everyone is equal 
and all are equally afraid to freely live apart from some¬ 
one else's demands, commands, licenses and regulatory 
controls. 

Multiculturalists such as Carol Geary Schneider, presi¬ 
dent of the Association of American Colleges and Univer¬ 
sities, correctly claim that democracy is impossible with¬ 
out forcing students to embrace pluralism and diverse 
cultural traditions and histories. 

Shine a light on the deception of mass equality and it 
shrinks away like a fading shadow. In macrocosm, the in¬ 
fusion of alien ideologies into white, Christo-Western cul¬ 
ture has led to mass confusion about our identity and des¬ 
tiny as a nation. There are literally thousands of anecdotal 
samples, but the following one is typical. Chapman Uni¬ 
versity in California is a Christian church (Disciples of 
Christ) institution. It has, however, dedicated its new All 
Faiths Chapel to Islam, Judaism, Buddhism, Hinduism, 
Wicca (witchcraft) and American Indian spirituality. Three 
practicing witches were official guests at the groundbreak¬ 
ing. 7 In The Clash of Civilizations, Samuel Huntington 
forecasts a return to ethnic and religious wars because of 
these problems. On a microcosmic level, our culture and 
nation are being destroyed from within by the public poli- 
cy of globalists and multiculturalists accepted by the mass¬ 
es. Huntington warns: 

The central issue for the West . .is whether, quite apart 

from any external challenges, it is capable of stopping and 

reversing the internal processes of decay. 8 

It is long past time that the finger is pointed at the real 
cause of internal decay, which did not exist until democ¬ 
racy triumphed with forced integration in all sectors of so¬ 
ciety. Today all we can do is try to rip the veil of deception 
away. Later, when we have recovered our strength, we 
may be able to take more positive, mind-rehabilitating steps.

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Bread and Circuses in Cleveland 



Downtown Cleveland 


S ome people want to see Naples before they die. 
(Vedi Napolie poi mori.) I just wanted to see Cleve¬ 
land. Why? There aren't many major American cities 
I haven't seen. Cleveland was one of them and I had the 
opportunity to go there 
on the cheap. 

Though Cleveland is 
hardly the best-known 
of American cities, its 
inception and develop¬ 
ment are prototypical of 
American development 
in the 19th century. First 
came the pioneers, then 
the canals (dug by early 
Irish immigrants), then 
the railroads, factories, 
warehouses, shipping 
and hordes of European 
immigrants, particularly 
"hunkies" from Eastern 
Europe. If you take a 
close look at the white working class denizens of Cleve¬ 
land, you can't help but see similarities to those Eastern 
European peasant types that occasionally pop up on the 
network news in these post-Soviet days. 

Cleveland's decline in the 
20th century is also all too fa¬ 
miliar (stop me if you've heard 
this before). It started when 
blacks poured into the city 
during WWII in search of fac¬ 
tory jobs. White flight after 
WWII brought a severe decline 
in population and tax base. In 
1920, Cleveland was the fifth 
largest American city. Today 
its population stands at about 
500,000, placing it below the 
top 25. As the percentage of 
blacks grew, in 1967 Carl 
Stokes was elected the first black mayor of a major Ameri¬ 
can city. 

Today the unemployment rate in Cleveland is 3.6% 
higher than it is in the surrounding suburbs. As in other 
cities, more and more new jobs moved to fringe areas be¬ 
yond the reach of the mass transit system—a canny way to 
minimize Negro applicants and ward off a lot of civil 
rights headaches. 

The casual visitor can't help but notice the large num¬

bers of Negroes wandering around downtown. The Tower 
City Mall, a stately multi-level concourse underneath the 
landmark Terminal Tower (when built in 1928, it was the 
tallest building outside New York) is a favorite loitering 
place. The piped-in classical music and the posted signs 
warning against rowdy behavior and flashy attire (no gang 
colors) are not 100% effective. It is not unusual to see a 
pouting young Negro assume the classic, "Ah din't do nuf- 
fin" position when questioned by a security guard. 

As often happens with cities cursed with large black 
populations, Cleveland's reputation became tarnished and 
it became the butt of jokes, though the racial realignment 
of the populace was never offered as a major factor in the 
decline of the city's fortunes. The near-death of Lake Erie 
didn't help any. When pollutants caused the Cuyahoga 
River to catch fire, Cleveland's reputation was secure. I 
believe it was in an Elmore Leonard novel that a charac¬ 
ter, when asked to describe Detroit, claimed it was just 
like Cleveland without the glitter. Indeed, a better exam¬ 
ple of Great Lakes rust belt decay could hardly be found. 

Still, the observant visitor can't help but notice that 
oldtime Cleveland must have had a lot going for it. John 
D. Rockefeller, who used to call Cleveland home, is bur¬ 
ied in a local cemetery. Though not as strongly identified 
with one industry as Pittsburgh (steel) and Detroit (autos), 
Cleveland once had plenty of both, along with the refiner¬ 
ies that processed John D.'s oil. Other captains of industry 
included Sam Mather and Mark Hanna (shipping) and the 

Van Sweringen broth¬ 
ers (railroads and con¬ 
struction), who built 
Terminal Tower just 
in time to be bank¬ 
rupted by the Wall 
Street crash of 1929. 
Obviously, all this 
wealth had a trickle- 
down effect on the 
city. The famed "eme¬ 
rald necklace" of parks 
that surround the city 
is still in place and the

ings downtown are still impressive. 

Old-line suburbs like Shaker Heights are green and se¬ 
rene. Any city would be proud of the University Circle 
area, home of Case Western Reserve University, Sever¬ 
ance Hall (which houses the famed Cleveland Orchestra), 
the world-renowned Cleveland Art Museum (free at all 
times!) and an impressive Natural History Museum. But 
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the pleasures to be found in such venues are not those fa¬ 
vored by the modern American peasant. Too stately, too 
cerebral, no pizzazz. 

In keeping with the theme of, "As Cleveland goes, so 
goes America," let us explore the reality—one is tempted 
to say the unreality—of modern Cleveland. Hard to be¬ 
lieve, but bread and circuses are now the order of the day. 
The downtown "renaissance" is designed to lure the locals 
back downtown, to give tourists something to gawk at and 
to entice both groups to part with their money. There are 
not one, not two, not three, but four entertainment areas 
in or near the central city. 

Along both sides of the Cuyahoga River is an area 
known as the Flats. If you want nightlife, go no further. 
You can have your choice of pubs, live music, strip bars, 
restaurants and plenty of those places (e.g., Hooter's) 
where people seem to work very hard to convince them¬ 
selves that they are having fun. A number of the bars have 
waterside docks with deck crews to assist boaters mooring 
their craft before wetting their whistles. If you have seen 
South Street Seaport in New York, the Inner Harbor in Bal¬ 
timore, Bayside in Miami, Waterside in Norfolk, Laclede's 
Landing in St. Louis or Portside in Toledo, you will have 
some idea of the ambiance. So many of these districts in¬ 
volve old dockside facilities, warehouses or factories that 
have been revamped. It's hard to miss the symbolism that 
the fun ethic has replaced the work ethic as the dominant 
motif of American culture. 

To the east of the Flats (and a little higher in elevation) 
is the Warehouse District, composed largely of restaurants 
and art galleries. The action here is a little more upscale 
and a little more formal. 

On the shores of Lake Erie, the Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame packs 'em in at $14.95 a head to see "artifacts," 
mostly old record jackets that look as though they've been 
retrieved from garage sales. On film and video, the "art¬ 
ists" pontificate about their artistry and their exercise of 



First Amendment rights (while making big bucks). Across 
the way, the Great Lakes Science Center caters to the 
short-attention-span small fry who like to press buttons 
and turn wheels and pound keyboards—never mind what 
scientific principles are on display. Meanwhile a brand 


new football stadium is being readied for the 1999 NFL 
season. 

In the Gateway district on the southern fringe of down¬ 
town are Gund Arena (Cavaliers basketball) and Jacobs 
Field (Indians baseball), plus a wide assortment of bars 
and restaurants for sports' fans. 

The "insensitive" Chief Wahoo logo, so despised by In¬ 
dian activists and their liberal sympathizers, is ubiquitous. 
You cannot walk a block in any direction in downtown 
Cleveland without encountering the Chief on a banner, a 
T-shirt or a sign. The demand for baseball tickets is such 
that all 81 games were sold out before the 1998 season 
began. Even the standing-room-only tickets were snapped 
up. The unwary tourist is left to deal with scalpers (Ne¬ 
groes, not Indians) who are open for business on nearby 
street corners. Woe betide the local dad whose kids want 
to go to the ball game. One man I talked to had to cough 
up $100 to a scalper—for bleacher seats! Needless to say, 
once inside the ballpark, there are more blacks and 
browns on the field and in the dugout than in the stands. 

Now I stand before the Instauration readership as a 
man who has been known to enjoy a good time. Indeed, 
the first time I encountered the word "hedonist," a wave 
of recognition washed over me. I must admit that an eve¬ 
ning in the Flats, downing a few beers during happy hour 
and watching the boats go by while the sun sets over Lake 
Erie, is not a bad way to pass an evening. But I've always 
felt that if you have to jump through too many hoops to 
experience pleasure, the whole purpose is defeated. In 
modern America, however, this seems to be a minority 
opinion. I never cease to be amazed at how much money 
and effort people are willing to expend in search of kicks. 

The influx of suburban whites to downtown areas, in 
Cleveland and elsewhere, may strike some as irredentism, 
but I beg to differ. People who head to downtown Cleve¬ 
land for a good time, just as commuters who go there to 
work, are in the city but not of the city. I suspect that 
mushrooming downtown entertainment is a last-ditch at¬ 
tempt by large cities to raise revenue. As the dwindling 
number of city residents erodes the tax base, left behind is 
an overabundance of those most in need of public assis¬ 
tance. Inner-city gentrification is an overwhelmingly white 
phenomenon, but it occurs in isolated pockets and not on 
a scale to make a noticeable spike in city tax rolls. The 
suburbanites can't be taxed but they can be induced to 
part with their money if they are promised a good time. 
Accordingly we can opine that inner-city bread and cir¬ 
cuses are an alternative form of taxation—one that wasn't 
necessary when such cities were bustling with enterprise 
and chock-full of white ethnics who worked and paid taxes. 

The question to be asked, however, is if a shot-and-a- 
beer town like Cleveland is now fun city, can East St. 
Louis be far behind? Still, the Disneylandization of Cleve¬ 
land and other cities is one more indication of how the socio¬ 
economics of race affects us in ways we don't immediate¬ 
ly perceive.

Subliminal Message 

Since the fratricidal bloodletting of WWII has been la¬ 
mented in these pages on many occasions, it is rather iron¬ 
ic that the most compelling cinematic depiction of the 
"Good War" is now on display in Steven Spielberg's Sav¬ 
ing Private Ryan. There are as many "atrocities" visited on 
the Germans as vice versa—maybe more. Aside from the 
obligatory scene of a Jewish G.l. lording it over German 
POWs, even the Jewish angle isn't played up. 

Can't help but notice that the Jews always turn to 



America's heartland when they want to tug at the heart¬ 
strings. Ryan is a corn-fed farm boy from Iowa, arguably 
the whitest state in the union. The moral center of the film 
is Captain Miller, played by Tom Hanks, who is usually 
trotted out whenever a nice-guy American everyman is 
needed in a big-budget production. Miller, a small-town 
Majorityite is entrusted with the mission of finding Ryan. 

Spielberg admitted that the scene in which Ryan's 


mother finds out about the deaths of her three sons is di¬ 
rectly based on the paintings of Andrew Wyeth. Clearly 
there is something "precious" about those old-stock Amer¬ 
icans. The movie just wouldn't work if the eponymous 
character was Private Martinez from New Mexico or Pri¬ 
vate Cohen from Miami Beach—and certainly not Private 
Washington from Harlem. 

I can't help but wonder what's the real agenda here? 
Why, more than 50 years after D-Day, are we treated to 
such a detailed rendering of the Allied landing at Nor¬ 
mandy? A recruiting film, it ain't! It explores the riddle of 
why bother to endanger the lives of half a dozen men in 
order to save the life of an insignificant private. Obviously 
it makes no strategic sense. Is it just a PR move or does it 
have some more ennobling purpose? The only answer I 
can come up with is that the film is an allegory for inter¬ 
ventionism. Why should Americans care if Hitler's yearn¬ 
ing for Lebensraum was a tad overbearing? Why should 
Americans today send their young to hellholes like Bosnia, 
Rwanda, the Middle East, wherever? There is no more sen¬ 
timent today to send American troops abroad than there 
was in the isolationist, America First days. But if you can 
frame such bloody escapades with a sense of purpose, 
then you can better convince people of the wisdom of dis¬ 
patching American troops to participate in wars on the 
other side of the world, maybe some day even coming to 
the aid of—and dying for—the only democracy in the 
Middle East, gallant little Israel.

Misleading Stat 

I was disappointed that Talking Numbers (Sept. 
1998) uncritically reported a survey that claimed the rate 
of interracial marriage was "below 3%," giving the impres¬ 
sion that this was good news and leading readers to accept 
the misleading information as true. This ignores the actual 
extent of racial destruction already suffered from intermix¬ 
ture and the increasing rate of obliteration it threatens for 
the future. 

As a Northern European racial preservationist, my first 
objection to this statistic is how it defines the races. The 
racial term "white" has become very elastic and is now 
commonly stretched in government statistics to include 
large populations whose primary racial ancestry is not 
even Caucasian, such as the majority of "Hispanics" or 
"Latinos," who are mestizos of racially mixed ancestry. 
Consequently the marriage of a mestizo with a Northern 
European is not counted as an interracial marriage. The 
below 3% also discounts the effects of intermarriage be¬ 
tween Northern Europeans and other Caucasians of non- 
Northern European origin. Not counting these as inter¬ 
racial marriages, although they usually produce non- 
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Northern European offspring, has a negative effect on the 
Northern European racial group. In fact, much of the racial 
destruction suffered by the Northern European race from 
intermixture has been from mixture with other racial 
groups counted as "white" in most mainstream racial sta¬ 
tistics. 

My second objection is that the below 3% figure does 
not break down the different rates of intermarriage be¬ 
tween different age groups, so that a trend can be estimat¬ 
ed. If the rate of racial intermarriage for the population as 
a whole is below 3%, the rate of intermarriage for the 
younger segment of the population must be higher, the 
rate among the older segment being certainly lower. If the 
rate of racial intermarriage for the oldest 25% of married 
people is 1%, and the rate for the second oldest 25% is 
2%, a rate of 5% among the youngest 25% and 4% among 
the second youngest 25% would yield an overall average 
of less than 3%. Such a breakdown would indicate a trend 
towards an increasing rate of intermarriage. A breakdown 
of the percentage of interracial marriages on an annual ba¬ 
sis would also demonstrate a trend. (In the dynamic pro¬ 
cess of racial destruction it is the trend which is impor¬ 
tant.) We need to see movement in statistics, to have 
motion pictures not snapshots, in order to understand 
which way and how fast the numbers are moving. 

My third objection is that this below 3% stat is nar¬ 
rowly limited to intermarriage, not to intermixture in the 
broader and more meaningful sense. It would include any 
interracial sexual union, married or not, that results in ra¬ 
cially mixed offspring. For the issue of Northern European 
racial preservation, the statistic that is most important is 
not the percentage of interracial marriages, but the per¬ 
centage of non-Northern European children born to North¬ 
ern European mothers. This is the statistic that counts. Al¬ 
though it certainly has a high correlation with the rate of 
interracial marriage, given a "white" illegitimacy rate ap¬ 
proaching 20%, focusing solely on the rate of intermar¬ 
riage tends to hide or understate the true rate of racial in¬ 
termixture. 

Unfortunately statistics on intermixture are difficult to 
come by and perhaps unavailable. Assuming, as stated 
previously, that the rate of white-nonwhite intermarriage 
among the youngest 25% of married couples (those of re¬ 
productive age currently having children) is 5%, and as¬ 
suming an illegitimacy rate among "white" women of 
20%, then about 6% of the children currently born to 
"white" mothers are nonwhite. If this figure is extended to 
include intermixture between Northern Europeans and 
other "whites" who are far removed from the Northern Eu¬ 
ropean racial type, and it is assumed that such mixtures 
are at least half as common as the white-nonwhite variety, 
then about 9% of the children currently born to Northern 
European mothers are not of Northern European racial 


type or identity. The consequences of 9% compounded 
over a number of generations are grave. If this rate rises in 
future generations—an educated estimate if the current 
trend continues—the fateful consequences will be realized 
only that much sooner. 

My fourth objection is that the below 3% figure does 
not mention the effects of the extent of interracial contact 
and the regional and cultural variation on the rate of inter¬ 
marriage. Population groups which are more racially iso¬ 
lated and homogeneous (in states such as the Dakotas and 
Idaho and in many rural communities, small towns and 
ethnic neighborhoods), population groups which have an 
intact cultural heritage that discourages interracial mix¬ 
ture, probably have a much lower rate of interracial mar¬ 
riage and intermixture than those in which the races have 
more extensive contact and interaction, and those whose 
culture or ideology promote intermixture. 

My final objection is based on the common tendency 
to evade, deny or downplay the essential inevitability of 
intermixture in a racially mixed society. It should be a law 
of sociology that different races occupying the same terri¬ 
tory in conditions of extensive contact will inevitably inter¬ 
mix and ultimately blend into one mixed race. Whenever 
anthropologists encountered different races existing in the 
same society and territory, it was assumed that one or both 
of the races were relatively recent arrivals and had not 
been living together for a long time. 

The multiracial society in North America had its be¬ 
ginnings less than four centuries ago. Racial intermixture 
was strongly inhibited by social and legal constraints for 
most of that period. With the degree of multiracialization 
now increasing at a rapid pace in Europe, the conditions 
are now being created that will permit, even propel, a vast 
increase in the rate of intermixture in the near future. The 
race-mixing we have seen to date is only a small fraction 
of what is to come. The consequences for the Northern Eu¬ 
ropean race will be fatal, unless appropriate action is tak¬ 
en to restore the conditions of racial separation and repro¬ 
ductive isolation required for racial preservation.

Born in South Africa, raised in England, 
murdered in Orlando (FL). Such was the 
uneventful life of Bhaumik Patel, a Paki 
known for not squealing on the blacks 
who constantly robbed his store.

Although the German High Command, which g 
knew that the prevailing winds in Europe come 
from the west, was against the use of poison gas, it 
was overruled by Liberal members of the German 
parliament. In due course the Allies retaliated in 
kind. (Adolf Hitler himself was gassed.) It is note- 
worthy that in WWII the Germans had large sup¬ 
plies of poison gas, including the dreaded Tabun, 
but Hitler never authorised its use. That's odd, 
when you come to think of it. Der Fuhrer is sup- 
posed to have ordered the gassing of millions of ( 
Jews. Will some B'nai B'rither please explain this A 
anomaly? 

Baron von Rinteln was the chief organiser of 
German propaganda in America. His chief aim— 
quite understandably—was to keep the U.S. out of the 
war. In the beginning his effect on public opinion was pro¬ 
found. His greatest triumph, as he recounts in his book, 
The Dark Invader , was when he persuaded thousands of 
American mothers to march down Fifth Avenue singing 
this catchy ditty: 

I didn't bring him up to be a soldier ; 

I brought him up to be my pride and joy , 

Not for to bear a rifle on his shoulder 

And kill another mother's darling boy . 

After the 1917 Balfour Declaration, Rinteln couldn't 
make much headway against the Jewish-dominated press 
(Adolph Ochs of the N.Y. Times, etc.). Chaim Weizmann 
had Wilson's ear, which he filled with warmongering ap¬ 
peals. The sinking of the Lusitania , which had occurred 
back in 1915, was made the casus belli , although the ship 
was carrying a large cargo of munitions. 

Against Russia, German peaceniks were more success¬ 
ful, mainly because they made use of a character called 
Helphand (alias "Parvus"), who fomented revolution by 


( When Lenin and his pals were allowed through 
Germany in a sealed train from Switzerland to Rus¬ 
sia, they were partially financed and assisted by 
two Warburg brothers. One of them, Paul, was 
was a founding father of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
► tern; the other, Max, was financial adviser to the 

Imperial Government of Germany. All this while 
their two countries were at war with each other! 
As Benjamin Disraeli once remarked, the world is 
manipulated by very different persons from those 
nominally in charge. 

The Kaiser wasn't so pleased when, after the 
failure of the German offensive in the West, Help- 
hand and the Jewish Social Democrats began to 
stir up a revolution in Germany. Later, in exile in 
Holland, the Kaiser is on record as saying that Jews 
would have to leave Germany. Isn't that exactly 
what Hitler wanted? 

After WWI the British government was threat¬ 
ened with revolution by a desperate, war-weary 
people dying like flies from the Spanish flu. Fear of 
catching the disease was one reason that George V 
of England would not allow the Tsar and his family to seek 
refuge in Britain, leaving them to be eventually murdered 
by Jewish revolutionaries at Ekaterinburg. Churchill was 
one of those who agreed with Nesta Webster, a Catholic 
lady writer, who identified the forces of revolution with 
world Jewry. Only in the 1930s did Churchill become a 
traitor to the interests of the British Empire—after having 
been funded for years by Bernard Baruch. Indeed, "Win¬ 
nie" was with "Barney" and his cronies in New York in 
1929, when the effects of suddenly raising margins on 
Wall Street made a fortune for those, like Baruch, who had 
sold short. 

Russian wartime propaganda zeroed in on the Slavs. 
Serbia was supported after the assassination of Austria- 
Hungary's Archduke Ferdinand by a Serbian nationalist in 
Sarajevo. The Czechs were encouraged to mutiny against 
the Hapsburgs. It was the British, according to Somerset 
Maugham, who organised the sabotage of factories in Bo¬ 
hemia. The nasty little empires of the Czechs and Serbs, 
called Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia, were set up by the 
treaties of Versailles and St. Germain, but were the end 
result of Russian agitprop.

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Middle East. Will the world ever get 
tired of the Holocaust and the ongoing 
conflict that calls itself the "peace pro¬ 
cess?" How many times have we seen 
pictures of Israeli prime ministers shaking 
the hand of Arafat? How many times have 
we seen American presidents eagerly tak¬ 
ing part in such photo ops? For the latest 
"peace process" confab in Wye (MD), 
Uncle Sam, as usual, had to bring along 
his wallet and ended up being further im¬ 
mersed in the Middle East quagmire. This 
time the U.S. had to promise to station 
CIA agents in no-man's-lands between 
Palestinian and Israeli towns and settle¬ 
ments. President Clinton also promised to 
strengthen the unsigned U.S. military alli¬ 
ance with Israel, thereby dragging us ever 
deeper in the insoluble problems in the 
area. According to the Constitution, trea¬ 
ties have to be ratified by the Senate, but 
when Israel is involved, all laws and regu¬ 
lations are ignored. It's true the U.S. still 
heads the alliance, but it is the junior 
partner who calls the shots, who is the 
tail that wags the dog. 



One superpower against one man 


As these words are being written 
(Nov. 15), Clinton continues to give signs 
that he wants to unleash a new series of 
air assaults against Saddam. The draft 
dodger becomes more bellicose when he 
can send others, not himself, to do the 
fighting. Seven and a half years of inspec¬ 
tions are apparently not enough to uncov¬ 
er the "weapons of mass destruction" 
with which Saddam is supposed to be 
threatening the world. The more Wash¬ 
ington puts out this war-inciting propa¬ 
ganda, the more mendacious it becomes. 

Because of his antics with Monica Le¬ 
winsky, Clinton will go down in history 


as a sexual freak. If he starts a new bully- 
boy attack against a third-ranking nation 
that has only the shreds of an army and 
practically no navy or air force, he will go 
down as a complete ass. 

Since we are living in the age of never 
forgetting and never forgiving, peace will 
never come to the Middle East until the 
interloping Americans return to the New 
World and the interloping Jews return to 
Poland. 

Canada. Newspaper mogul Conrad 
Black, a somewhat mysterious character, 
is not satisfied with owning more than 
half of Canada's 105 dailies, along with 
the London Daily Telegraph and the Jeru¬ 
salem Post. He has started a national jour¬ 
nal, the National Post, to compete with 
Canada's biggest and most influential 
paper, the Toronto Globe and Mail. 
Black, who has a Jewish wife and fancies 
himself a species of conservative, doesn't 
have a very tight grip on his media em¬ 
pire. When his Montreal Gazette ap¬ 
proved of Britain's quasi-kidnapping of 
Chile's onetime president, Augusto Pino¬ 
chet, Black ordered the paper to change 
its editorial tone, which it promptly and 
supinely did. 

Canada's own version of the Noxious 
Nine has found another way to lighten 
the legal burdens of nonwhite criminals. 
Federal Supreme Court judges have unan¬ 
imously decided that in cases where the 
defendant is colored, white potential jur¬ 
ors may be interrogated about their "ra¬ 
cial biases." So insidious is white racism, 
declare these political appointees, that it 
"may be deeply ingrained in the subcon¬ 
scious psyches of jurors." Even those 
whites who aren't rejected out of hand 
will be "sensitized from the outset of the 
proceedings regarding the need to con¬ 
front racial prejudice." In a country rid¬ 
dled with violent crime perpetrated by 
black racists, the judges seem to imply 
that only whites are capable of racism. 

Britain. Peter Mandelson, Britain's 
Trade Secretary and one of Tony Blair's 
favorite gurus, was delineated as a homo 
on a BBC news program. A Jewish queer, 
Mandelson prefers to keep the public as 
uninformed about his sexual proclivities 
as about his political machinations. After 
the gaffe, word was sent to BBC announc¬ 
ers and reporters that there would be no 
further connection of Mandelson with 
queerdom. 


Another highly placed pansy, Ron Da¬ 
vies, the Welsh Secretary of State, had to 
quit his post when he was robbed while 
"cruising" in a tawdry part of London. 

A few days before Germany surren¬ 
dered in WWII, Churchill asked his war 
cabinet to draw up a plan to defeat the 
Soviet Union. The 29-page report, "Oper¬ 
ation Unthinkable," recommended the 
use of 500,000 British and U.S. troops, 47 
divisions, plus 100,000 Germans to at¬ 
tack the U.S.S.R. through northern Eu¬ 
rope. At the time the plan was drawn up 
the Allies thought it quite possible that 
Stalin would launch an all-out assault 
through Turkey and Greece to seize the 
oil fields of Iran and Iraq. 

France. A bomb exploded in a theater 
in Vitrolles, where the Front National was 
planning to have a rock concert. No inju¬ 
ries. An anti-FN group of gangsters claim¬ 
ed responsibility. 

A black deputy wants the French gov¬ 
ernment to consider reparations for slave 
laborers, not the slave laborers in WWII 
Germany, but for the work performed by 
genuine slaves in the French colonies 
when slavery was legal. 

The Black Book of Communism esti¬ 
mates that the Communist Party world¬ 
wide was responsible for 45 to 72 million 
deaths in China; 20 million in the 
U.S.S.R.; 1.3 to 2.3 million in Cambodia; 
2 million in North Korea; 1.7 million in 
Afghanistan; 1.5 million in Africa; 1 mil¬ 
lion in Vietnam; 1 million in Eastern Eu¬ 
rope; 150,000 in Latin America. The 
Black Book was edited by a reputable 
French historian, much to the dismay of 
the three Communist ministers in the 
French cabinet. 

Roger Garaudy, already fined $20,000 
for authoring an anti-Holocaust book, is 
at it again with a second tome, The Trial 
of Israeli Zionism. This time the 85-year- 
old, ex-university professor, ex-Protestant, 
ex-Catholic and present-day Muslim could 
be jailed for his literary endeavors. Ga- 
raudy is now a hero in many parts of the 
Middle East. Even some respectable and 
knowledgeable Frenchmen are beginning 
to view him as a martyr. 

Scandinavia. Last year's Nobel Prize 
for literature went to Dario Fo, an Italian 
anti-clerical blowhard, who switched 
from fascism to communism early on in 
his writing career. This year the prize 
went to Jose Saramago, a onetime Portu¬ 
guese Communist Party honcho, who 
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now describes himself as an "energetic 
leftist." One of his novels, The Gospel Ac¬ 
cording to Jesus Christ, has Jesus copulat¬ 
ing with Mary Magdalen. If you're going 
to be a writer these days, it is much safer 
and more profitable to be a Red. 

Switzerland. The ordinary Schweizer 
gloated a little at the election defeat of 
New York Senator Al D'Amato, who pan¬ 
dered mightily to Zoo City Jews by threat¬ 
ening boycotts of Swiss banks if they 
didn't pay up for alleged shady dealings 
with Nazis in WWII. The possible loss of 
so much business scared two large Swiss 
banks into coughing up $1.25 billion. 
The shakedown was so successful that 
scavaging Jewish lawyers are looking into 
other ways of conning Germans. They are 
already suing big German companies like 
Daimler-Benz, BMW and Siemens for 
what was supposedly owed laborers in 
WWII. Some Germans claim that all these 
payoffs were included in the $120 billion 
or so that Germany has already paid in 
reparations to Jews and Jewish organiza¬ 
tions since the downfall of the Third Reich. 

Germany. A book called Fragments, 
by Binjamin Wilkomirski, describes in 
brutal and gruesome detail the author's 
stay in Auschwitz when he was hardly 
more than a toddler. The work, a bestsell¬ 
er in Germany for several years, has now 
been translated into 12 languages, includ¬ 
ing English. Wilkomirski passed himself 
off as the son of a Latvian Jew, who was 
beaten to death by Nazis in front of his 
son's eyes. It all makes for a gripping tale, 
a sort of male version of the Diary of 
Anne Frank. 

Anne's diary was only partially true af¬ 
ter her father got through with his gratui¬ 
tous editing. Wilkomirski's book is largely 
false. Being born in 1941, he was much 
too young to remember the horrors he 
claimed he had witnessed. It turns out he 
was not a Latvian Jew but the illegitimate 
son of a Swiss-Protestant mother. No one 
seems to know much about his father. 
Since the Holocaust has a built-in Jewish 
and liberal readership, Wilkomirski prob¬ 
ably decided to cash in on the lucrative 
literary market. He obviously knew that 
not too many critics would dare to ques¬ 
tion the contents. Anyone who did would 
be open to charges of anti-Semitism. 

Now that the "Flower Children" of the 
60s have taken over in Germany in the 
persons of Gerhard Schroder and his 


fourth wife, his former secretary, the 
worst inanities can be expected. Already 
the Socialist Party and the Greens have 
announced that henceforth the fatherland 
will no longer be a country of the Ger¬ 
man Volk, but "a country of immigrants." 
The Turks, Soviet Jews, Gypsies and Afri¬ 
cans already residing there are ecstatic, 
whereas most ethnic Germans are ap¬ 
palled. If the Bundestag does not set ap¬ 
propriate standards, Germany will soon 
become a conglomerate of deracinated 
humanoids, much like the U.S. If the Ger¬ 
mans are so stupid as to permit all man¬ 
ner of human detritus to gain citizenship, 
the country will cease to exist as a civil¬ 
ized state. Just as archaeologists today un¬ 
cover statues and artifacts of the original 
inhabitants of ancient Greece and Rome 
that bear no racial resemblance to 
present-day Greeks or Italians, so too it 
will be a thousand years hence when ar¬ 
chaeologists dig up the remains of the 
Germans, whose floruit was the first and 
second millenniums. 

Poland. Part of the land occupied by 
the Auschwitz concentration camp is 
owned by a Polish-Jewish family that de¬ 
camped to the Soviet Union when the 
Germans invaded Poland in 1939. 

The Auschwitz State Museum has 
axed the BBC's plan for a documentary 
on the so-called death camp with David 
Irving as interlocutor. No reason given. 

Russia. General Albert Makashov, a 
member of the lower house of parlia¬ 
ment, is not afraid to speak his mind. At a 
mass rally in Moscow he put the blame 
for Russia's predicament squarely on 
Jews. He explained that if he had to die 
for saying this, he'd "take along a dozen 
yids." When the subject of Yeltsin came 
up the General, who belongs to the Com¬ 
munist Party, said the ailing Russian Presi¬ 
dent should be "turned into soap." 

A Jewish novelist, Ernest Topol, has 
written an open letter to the four Jewish 
oligarchs who he claims are running Rus¬ 
sia (running it into the ground, some say). 
Future pogroms are more or less certain, 
Topol writes, unless the megamillionaires 
hand over a billion or so of their accumu¬ 
lated dollars to smooth the transition 
"from communism to civilization." Topol 
listed the four Jewish magnates who are 
pulling most of the strings in Russia and 
impertinently asked, "How can all or al¬ 


most all the money in the country end up 
in Jewish hands?" 

India. Asian Indians seek purification 
by bathing in or drinking the germ- 
infested waters of the Ganges, into which 
are poured each year 345 million gallons 
of raw sewage, 70 millions of industrial 
waste and 9,000 tons of pesticide. 

Africa. Anywhere from 8 to 10 million 
blacks were killed during King Leopold 
ll's administration in the Congo Free State 
from 1898 to 1909. Call it the unpubli¬ 
cized Holocaust. 

Lightning killed 11 members of a Con¬ 
golese soccer team in the midst of a game 
tied at one all. Since only members of 
one team died, local authorities are look¬ 
ing into the possibility that witchcraft had 
something to do with the tragedy. 

Pakistan. A Spotlight correspondent in 
Pakistan claims that a Tomahawk missile 
that hit Afghanistan killed 86 women and 
children and 14 men in a "terrorist" camp. 

Australia. From a subscriber. In the af¬ 
termath of the October federal election, 
the Liberal/National Parties coalition gov¬ 
ernment led by Prime Minister John Ho¬ 
ward was returned to office for the next 
three years with a reduced but workable 
majority. Pauline Hanson's One Nation 
Party and the Australia First Party, led by 
Graeme Campbell, an independent, fail¬ 
ed to win any seats, except for one lonely 
One Nation member in the Senate. Sadly 
both Hanson and Campbell lost their seats. 

One Nation candidates favored to win 
some seats were knocked out by Austra¬ 
lia's preferential voting system where a 
candidate must receive a clear 50% of 
the first vote. None of the One Nation 
candidates met this goal, primarily be¬ 
cause Jewish groups lobbied all the estab¬ 
lishment parties to have the One Nation 
candidates put last on the "how-to-vote" 
cards. The results of the election showed 
that the establishment successfully de¬ 
monized Hanson because she wanted 
more accountability in the management 
of immigration/multiculturalism and Abo¬ 
riginal Affairs. For her pains she was por¬ 
trayed as a raging racist. 

The One Nation Party received about 
a million votes or 8% of the total. It is 
compulsory to both enroll and vote in 
Australia. At the moment there are a lot of 
disappointed nationalists. That there is 
and will continue to be a growing Austra¬ 
lia First movement is inevitable, but some 
egos will have to be quelled and a united 
front presented to future voters. 
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
